No. 30-I/50-A. — The Constituent; Assembly (Legislative) Rules of 
IProeeduie and Conduct of Business in force immediately before tho com- 
mencement of the Constitution of India as modified and adapted by the 
Speaker of Parliament in exercise of tho powers conferred by Clause (2) of 
Article 118 of the said Constitution as adapted by the Constitution (Removal 
of Difficulties) Order No, II, for the purposes of regulating the procedure and 
the conduct of business in Parliament under the eaid Constitution, are hereby 
published for general information: — 

RULES OF PROCEDURE AND CONDUCT OF BUSINESS IN 

PARLIAMENT 


CHAPTER I 

Shout Title and Definitions 

1. Short title. — These ruleg may be called "the Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct of Business in Parliament”. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

"The Constitution" means the Constitution of India as in force for the 
time being; 

"Deputy Speaker" means the person holding the office of the Deputy 
S]>eakar under Article 879(5) of the Constitution or any other 
person elected to such office under the Constitution; 

"Finance Minister" includes any Minister; 

"Gazette” means tho Gazette of India; 

"House" means the Parliament of India under the Constitution; 

"Member" means a member of Parliament; 

"Member in charge of the Bill” means in the case of a Government 
Bill any Minister and in any other case the member who has 
introduced the Bill; 

"Minister" means a member of the Council of Ministers, a Minister 
of State or a Deputy Minister, and includes any member to whom 
such Ministei may delegate any function assigned lo him under 
these rules ; 
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'‘Parliament” means the Parliament of India under the Constitution; 
‘‘President” means the President of India; 

“Private Mernbor” means a member other than a Minister; 
‘‘Secretary” means the Secretary to Parliament and includes any 
person for the time being performing the duties of the Secretary; 
‘‘Speaker ’ means the person holding the office of the Speaker under 
Article 370(5) of the Constitution or any other person elected tn 
sutli office under the Constitution. 

Words and expressions used in the Constitution and also in these rules shall, 
unless the context otherwise requires, have the meanings assigned to them in 
the Constitution. 


CHAPTER II 

Summons to M umbers and Seating 

3. Summons to Members. — The Secretary shall issue a summons to each 
member specifying the date and place for a session of Parliament. 

4. Seating of Members. — -The members shall sit in such order as the 
Speaker may determine. 


CHAPTER HI 

Election of Speaker and Deputy Speaker and Panel of Chairmen 

5. Election of Speaker by Parliament. — (1) The election of a Speaker shall 
he held on such date as the President may fix and the Secretary shall Bond to 
every member notice of this date. 

(‘2) At any time before noon on the day preceding the date so fixed, any 
member may nominate another member for election by delivering to the 
Secretary a nomination paper signed by himself as proposer and by a third 
member as seconder and stating — 

(a) the name of the member nominated, and 

(b) that the proposer has ascertained that such member is willing to 

serve as Speaker, if elected. 

(3) On the date of election the person presiding shall read out to the House 
the names of the members who have been duly nominated together with those 
of then proposers and seconders, and, if only one member has been so- 
nominated, shall declare that member to be elected. If more than one member 
has been so nominated, the House shall proceed to elect a Speaker by ballot. 

(4) Eor the purposes of sub-rule (3) u member shall not be deemed to have 
been duly nominated or be entitled to vote if he and his proposer and seconder 
haae not, beforo the reading out of the names by the presiding member, made 
the oath or affirmation as members of Parliament. 

(5) "Where more than two candidates have been nominated and at the first 
ballot no candidate obtains more votes than the aggregate votes obtained by 
the other candidates, the candidate who hag obtained the smallest number 
of votes shall be excluded from the election and balloting shall proceed, the 
candidate obtaining the smallest number of votes at each ballot being excluded 
from the election until one candidate obtains more votes than the remaining 
candidate or than the aggregate votes of the remaining candidates as the case 
may be. 

(6) "Where at any ballot any of three or more candidates obtain an equal 
number of votes and one of them has to be excluded from the election under 
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sub-rule (5) the determination as between tho candidates, whose votes are 
equal of the candidate who is to be excluded shall be by drawing of lots. 

6, Election of Deputy Speaker by Parliament. — (1) The election of a 
Deputy Speaker shall be hold on such date as the Speaker may fix and the 
Secretary shall send to every member notice of this date. 

(il'i At any time before noon on the day preceding the date so fixed any 
menifier may nominate another member for election by delivering to the 
Secretary a nomination paper signed by himself as proposer and by a third 
member as seconder and stating — - 

(a) the name of the member nominated, and 

(b) that the proposer has ascertained that such member is willing to 

serve as Deputy Speaker, if elected. 

(8) On the date of election the person presiding shall read out to the House 
the names of the members who have been duly nominated together with those 
of then proposers and seconders, and, if only ouo mcub r lw.s been m nomi- 
nated, shall declare that member to be elected. If more than one member haa 
been so nominated, thy House shall proceed to elect a LVpuv/ speaker by 
ballot. 

(1) For the purposes of sub-rule (8) a member shall not bo deemed to have 
bee i duly nominated or he entitled to vote if he and his proposer and seconder 
have not, before the reading out of the names by the presiding member, made 
the oath or affirmation as members of Parliament. 

(13) Where more than two candidates have been nominated and at the first 
ballot no candidate obtains more votes than the aggregate votes obtained by 
the other candidates, tho candidate who has obtained the smallest number of 
votes Rhall be excluded from tho election and balloting shall proceed, the oandi- 
date obtaining the smallest number of votes at each ballot being excluded from 
the election until one candidate obtains more votes than the remaining candi- 
date or than the aggregate votes of the remaining candidates ag the case may bo. 

(6) Where at any ballot any of three or more candidates obtain an equal 
number of votes and ono of them has to be excluded from the election under 
sub-rule (5/ tho determination as between the candidates whose votes are equal 
of the candidate who is to be excluded shall be by drawing of lota, 

7. Panel of Chairmen. — (1) At the commencement of Parliament or from 
time to time as fho case may be, the Speaker shall nominate from nmnupst 
the members of Parliament a panel of not more than six Chairmen, any ono 
of whom may preside over Parliament in tlm absence of the Sneaker and the 
Deputy Speaker when so requested by the Speaker, or in his absence, by tho 
Deputy Speaker. 

(2) A Chairman nominated under sub-rule (1) shall hold his office until a 
new panel of Chairmen is nominated. 


CHAPTER IV 
Meetings of Pabtjament 

8 Commencement of meeting— M-etinns of Par’inment, shall, subject to the 
direction of the Sneaker, ordinarily commence at 10-45 a.m, 

9- Sittings of Parliament— Parliament shall sit on such davs as the Speaker, 
having regard to the state of business of Parliament, may from time to time 
hrect 

10 . fionHnslon of meeting— TinVcq tb« Sneaker otherwise directs, meet- 
ings of Parliament on any day shall ordinarily conolude at 5 p,m. 
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CHAPTER V 

President’s Address and Messages to Parliament 

11. Allotment of time far discussion of President's Special Address. — The 

Speaker, in consultation with the Leader of the House, shall allot time for the 
discussion of the matters referred to in the President’s Address at the com- 
mencement of a session of Parliament under Article 87(1) of the Constitution. 

12. Scope of Dtacussion. — On such doy or days or part of any day, Parlia- 
ment shall be at liberty to discuss the matters referred to in such Address on a 
motion of thanks moved by a member, which shall bo seconded by another 
member. 

13. Amendments. — Amendments may be moved to such motion t£ thanks 
in such form as may be considered appropriate by the Speaker, 

14. Other business that may be taken up. — (1) Notwithstanding that a day 
has been allotted for discussion on the President's Address, — 

(a) a motion or motions for leave to introduce a Bill or Bills may be 

made and a Bill or Bills may be introduced on such day, and 

(b) other business of a formal character may be transacted on such day 

beforo the House commences or continues the discussion on the 

Address, 

(2) The discussion on the Address may be postponed in favour of a Govern- 
ment Bill or other Government business on a motion being made that the 
d'soussioii on the Address be adjourned to a subsequent day to be appointed 
by Ibe Speaker. The Speaker shall forthwith put the question, no amend- 
ment or debate being allowed. 

(15) The discussion on the Address shall be interrupted in the course of a 
■sitting by an adjournment motion under rule 48. 

15. Government's light Of reply.— The Prime Minister or any other 
Minister, wbethor he has previously taken part in the discussion or not, shall on 
behalf of the Government have a general right of explaining the position of 
the Government at the end of the discussion and the Speaker may enquire 
how much time will be required for Iho speech so that he may tix tho hour 
by which the discussion shall conclude. 

16. Time limit for Speeches. — The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, proscribe, 
after taking the sense of the House, a time limit for speeches. 

17. President’s Address 1 under Article 86(1) of the Constitution . — No time 
shall be allotted foi the discussion of the matters referred to in the President’s 
Address under Article 86(1) of the Constitution: 

Provided that the contents of the Address may bo referred to in any debate 
in Parliament. 

18. Messages by President. — Where a message from the President for 
Parliament under Article 86(2) of the Constitution is received by the Speaker, 
ho shall read ihe message to the House and give necessary directions in regard 
to the procedure that shall he followed for the consideration of matter B reforred 
to in the message. In giving these directions, the Speaker shall he ompowere4 
to suspend or vary the rules to such extent as it may be necessary to do so. 

19. Prorogation of Parliament. — When the President prorogues Parliament, 
he may address the House, but there shall bo no discussion on such address. 



CHAPTER VI 

Akkanoement ob- Business 

20. Arrangement of Government Business. — On days allotl-ed for the trace 
notion of (Government business that business shall have precedence and the 
Secretary shall arrange that business in such order as the Speaker after consul 
tation with the Leador of the House may determine. 

21. Allotment of time for Private Members’ Business. — The Speaker, after 
considering the state of business of Parliament, may allot so many days as 
may be possiblo tor private members' business, and may allot different days 
for the disposal of different classes of such business, and, on days so allotted 
for any particular class of business, business of that class shall have precedence. 

22. Precedence of Private Members’ Bills. — (1) The relative precedence of 
notices of Hills given by private members shall be determined by ballot, to be 
hold iu accordance vviih the orders made by the Speaker, on such day, nbt 
being less than iifteen days before the day with reference to which the ballot 

ia held, as the Speaker may direct. 

(2) On a day allotted for the disposal of private members’ Bills, Bills which 
have already been introduced by private members shall have priority over all 
other business, provided that any notice required by these rules has been givon, 
and such Bills shall have relative precedence m the following order, namely — 

(a) Bills returned by the President with a message under Article 111 of 
the Constitution ; 

(h) Bills in respect of which a motion has been carried that the Bill bo 
taken into consideration; 

(c) Bills in respect of which the Report of a Select Committee has been 

presented; 

(d) Bills which have been eircu ated for the purpose of eliciting opi- 

nions ; 

(e) Bills introduced and in respect of whioh no further motion has been 

made or carried; 

(I) other Bills. 

(8) The relative precedence of Bills falling under tbo same clause of sub- 
rule (2) shall be determined by ballot to be held at such time and in such 
manner as the Speaker may direct: 

Provided that Bills falling under clause (e) shall be arranged in groups in 
the order of their date of introduction and relative precedence within each 
group shall be determined by ballot. 

28. Precedence of Private Members’ Resolutions.— The relative precedence 
of notices of resolutions given bv private members shall be determined by 
ballot, to be held in accordance with the orders made by the Speaker, on such 
day. not being less than fifteen days before the day with reference to which 
the ballot is held, as the Speaker may direct. 


24. Business outstanding at end of day.— Private Members’ business set 
down for the day allotted for that class of business and not disposed of on that 
day shall not be set down for any subsequent day, unless it has gained priority 
at the ballot held with reference to that day: 
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Provided that notwithstanding anything contained in rules 22 and 28 any 
■such business which is under discussion at the end of that day shall be set down, 
for the next day allotted to business of that class, and shall have precedence 
■over all other business set down for that day. 

25. List of Business. — (1) A list of business for the day shall be prepared 
by the Secretary, and a copy thereof shall be made available for the use of 
every member. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these ruleH, no business not included in 
the list of business for the day shall be transacted at any meeting without the 
leave of the Speaker. 

(8) Sava as otherwise provided by these ru'es, no business requiring notice 
shall be set down for a day earlier than the day after that on wdiich the period 
of the notice necessary for that class of business expires. 

(4) Unless the Speaker otherwise directs, not more than five resolutions (in 
addition to any resolution which is outstanding under the proviso to rule 24) 
shall he set down in the list of business for any day allotted for the disposal of 
private members’ resolutions. 


CHAPTER VII 

Questions 

20. Time for questions. — Unless the Speaker otherwise directs, the first 
hour of every meeting shall be available tor the asking and answering of ques- 
tions 

27. Notice of quofrtlona. — Unless the Speaker otherwise directs, not less 
than ten clear days’ notice of a question shall be given. 

23. Form of notice of questions. — Notice of a question snail be given in 
writing to the Secretary and shall specify — 

(u) the official designation of iho Minister to whom it is addressed; 

and 

(b) the date on which the question is proposed to bo placed on the list 
t I questions for answer. 

20. Notice of admission of questions to Ministers. — Un'ess the Speaker with 
the consent ot the Minister concerned otherwise directs, no question shall be 
placed on the list o' questions for answer until live days have expired from 
the t me when notico of the admission of such question by the Speaker has 
been given by the Secretary to the Minister to whom it is addressed. 

30. Questions for oral answers to be distinguished by asterisks. — A member 
who desires an oral answer to his question shall distinguish it by an asterisk 
and if he does not distinguish it by an asterisk the question shall be printed in 
the list of questions for written answer, 

31. Member entitled to oral answers to three questions on a day.— -Not 

more than three questions distinguished by asterisks by the same member shall 
bo placed on the list of questions for oral answer on anv one day. Questions 
in excess of three shall he placed in the list of questions for written answer, 

32. Allotment of days for oral answers to questions.— The time available for 
answering questions shall be allotted on different days in rotation for the ans- 
wering of questions relating to such Ministry or Ministries as the Speaker mayy 
from time to time, provide, and on each such day, unless the Speaker with the 
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consent of the Minister concerned otherwise directs, only questions relating to 
the Ministry or Ministries for which time on that day has been allotted shall 
be placed on the list of questions for oral answer. 

33. Written answers to questions not replied orally. — If any question placed 
•on the list of questions for oral answer on any day is not called for answer 
within the time available for answering questions on that day, the Minister to 
whom the question is addressed shall forthwith lay upon the Table of the House 
a written reply to the question, and no oral reply shall be required to such 
question and no supplementary questions shall be asked in respect thereof. 

34. Questions to Private Members. — A question may he addressed by a 
member to a private n, ember provided the subject matter of the ques- 
tion relates to some Bill, Resolution or other matter connected with the busi- 
ness of Parliament for which that member is responsible and the procedure in 
regard to such questions shall, as far as may be, be the same a» that) followed fn 
the case of questions addrossed to a Minister with such variations as the Speaker 
may consider necessary or convenient. 

35. Conditions of admissibility of questions. — (1) Subject to the provi- 
sions of sub-rule (2) of this rule, a question may be aBkod for the purpose of 
obtaining information on a matter of public importance within the special 
tcoguizauco of the Munster to whom it is addressed. 

(2) The right to ask a question is governed by the following conditions: — 

(i) It shall not bring in any name or statement not strictly necessary to 

make the question intelligible; 

(ii) if it contains a statement the member shall make himself responsible 

for the accuracy of the statement; 

(iii) it shall not contain arguments, inferences, ironical expressions, 

imputations, epithets or defamatory statements; 

fiv) it shall not ask for an exprassion of opinion or the solution of an 

abstract legal question or of a hypothetical proposition ; 

<{v) it shall not ask as to the character or conduct of any person except 

in his official or public capacity; 

(vi) it shal’ not be of excessive lenglh; 

(vii) it shall not relate to a matter which is not primaz'ily the concern of 

the Government of India ; 

(viii) it shall not ask about proceedings in a committee which have not 

been placed before the House by a report from the Committee; 

(ix) it shall not reflect on the character or conduct of any person whose 

conduct can only be challenged on a substantive motion; 

(x) it sha’l not make or imply r charge of a personal character; 

(xi) it shall not raise questions of policy too large to be dealt within the 

limits of an answer to a question; 

(xii) ifc shall not repeat in substance questions already answered or to 

which an answer has been refused ; 

(xiii) it shall not ask for information on trivial matters; 

(xiv) it shall not ordinarily seek information on matters of past history; 
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(xv) it shall not require information Bet forth in accessible document® or 

in ordinary works of reference ; 

(xvi) it shall not raise matters under the control of bodies or persons 

not primarily responsible to the Government of India; 

(xvii) it shall not ask for information on a matter which is under adjudica- 
tion by a Court of Law having jurisdiction ir, any part of India; 
and 

(xviii) it shall not relate to a matter with which a Minister is not officially 
connected. 

36. Questions on matters of controversy between the Government of India 
and the Government of a State, — -In matters which are or have been the sub- 
ject of controversy between the Government of India and the Government of a 
State, no question shall be asked except as to matters of fact, and the answer 
shall be conflnod to a statement of fact. 

37. Speaker to decide admissibility of questions.— The Speaker shall decide 

whether a question or a part thereof is or is not admissible under these rules 
and may disallow any question or a part the.’eof when in his opinion it is an 
abuse of the right of questioning or calculated to obstruct or prejudicially affect 
the procedure of Parliament or is in contravention of these rules. 

88. Member to Btate reasons lot desiring an oral answer to a question.— The 

Speaker may, if he thinks fit, call upon any member who has given notice of a 
question tot- oral answer to state in brief his reasons for desiring an oral answer 
and, after considering the same, may direct that the question bo included in 
the list of questions for written answer. 

39. List of questions.' — Questions, which have not been disallowed, shall be 

entered in the list of questions for the day for oral or written answer as the 
case may be. 

40. Order in which questions shall be called. — Questions for oral answers 
shall be called, if the time made available for questions permits, in the order 
in which they stand in the list before any other business is entered upon at the- 
meeting. 

41. Withdrawal or postponement of questions,— A member may, by notice 
given at any time before the meeting for which his question has been placed on 
the list, withdraw Ids question, or postpone it to a later day to be specified in 
the notice, and on such later day the question shall, subject to the provisions of 

rule 82, be placed on the list after all questions which have not been so postponed^ 

Provided that a postponed question shall not be placed on the list until two 
clear days have expired from the time when the notice of postponement hae been 
received by the Secretary, 

42. Mode of asking questions.— (1) When the time for asking questions 
arrives, the Speaker shall call successively each member in whose name a ques- 
tion appears on tho notice paper. 

(2) The member so oalled shall rise in his place and unless he states that it L 

not his intention to tusk the question standing in his name, he shall ask the 
question by reference to its number on the notice paper. 

(8) If on a question being called it is not put or the member in whose name 

it stands is absent, the Speaker, at the request of any member, may direct thA, 
the answer to it be given. 1 ' 
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43. Questions Of absent members. — -When all the questions for which an 

oral answer is desired have been called, the fipeaker may, if time permits, call 
again any question which has not been asked by reason of the absence of the 
member in whose name it stands, and may also permit a member to ask a ques- 
tion standing in the name of another member, if so authorised by him, 

44. Supplementary questions, — (J) No discussion shall be permitted during 
the time for questions under rule 26 in respect of any question or of any 
answer given to a question. 

(2) Any member when called by the Speaker may put a supplementary 
question ior the purpose of further elucidating any mailer of fact regarding 
which an answer has been given-. 

Provided that the Speaker shall disavow any supplementary question if, 
in his opinion, it infringes the rules as to the questions. 

45. Short notice questions. — (V) A question relating to n matter of public 
importance may be asked with shorter notice than ten e’ear days and if the 
Speaker is of opinion that the question is o£ an urgent character he may direct 
that an enquiry may he made from the Minister concerned if he is in a position 
to reply and, if so, on what date. 

(2) If the Minister concerned agrees to reply, such question shall be answer- 
ed on a day to bo indicated by him and ahull be caked immediately after the- 
questions which have appeared oti the list of questions for oral answer have 
been disposed of. 

(8) Where a member desires un oral answer to a question at shorter notice, 
he shall briefly state the reasons for asking the question with short notice. 
Where no reasons have been assigned in the notice of the question, the question 
shall be returned to the member. 

(4) The member -who has given notice of the question shall be in hiB seat to- 
read the question when called by the Speaker and f he Minister concerned 
shall give a reply immediately. 

(6) In other respects, the procedure for short notice questions shall be the 
same as for ordinary questions for oral answer, with such modifications as the 
Speaker may consider necessary or convenient. 

46. Discussion "on a matter of public importance arising out of answers to 
questions,— (1) The Speaker shall allot half an hour from 5 p.m, to 5-80 r.M. on 
two days in a week, namely, Wednesday and Friday, for raisin# discussion on 
a matter of suftieient public importance which has been the subject of a ques- 
tion in the Bouse, irrespective of the fact whether the question was answored 
orally or the answer was laid on the Table of the House: 

Provided that if the other business set down for tho day is concluded before 
5 p.m the period of ha'f an hour shall commence from the time BUcb other 
business is concluded: 

Provided further that the Rpeake- may allot, any day instead of Wednesday 
or Friday if such a course is. in his opinion, necessary or convenient. 

(2) A Member wishing to raise a matter shall give notice in writing to the 
Secretary three days in advance of the day on which the matter is desired to 
bo raised, and shall shoitlv specify the point or points that he wishes to raise 

Provided that tho notice shall be accompanied by an explanatory note 
stating the reasons for raising discussion on the matter iu question: 

Provided further that, the notice shall be suppo-tod by the signature of at 
least two other member,,: 
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Provided further that the Speaker may with tile consent of the Minister 
concerned waive the requirement concerning the period oi notice. 

(3) The Speaker shall decide whether the matter is oi sufficient public im- 
portance to be put down for discussion 

(4) If more than two notices have been received and admitted by the 

Speaker, the Sen elary shall hold a ballot with a view to drawing two notices 
and the notices shall be put down in the order in which they were received 
in point ot tune 

Provided that it any matter puL down tor diacus'-ion on a particular day is 
uot disposed of on that day it shall not be set down for any further day, unless 
the member so desires, m widen case it shad bo included in me ballot tor the 
next available day. 

(5) There shall be no formal motion before the House nor voting. The 
member who has given notice may make a short statement and the Minister 
■concerned ahull reply shortly. Any member who has previously intimated to 
the Speaker iriny be permitted in put a question for the purpose of furthor elu- 
cidating any matter of fact. 

47. Publicity of answers to questions In advance. — Answers to questions 
whioh Ministers propose to give in the House shall nor be released for puolica- 
tion until the answers have actually been given on the floor of the Houae or laid 
on the Table. 


CHAPTER VIII 

Motion iron Adjournment on a Matter of Public Importance 

48. Speaker's consent necessary to make motion.— Subject to the provisions 

■of these rules, n motion tor un adjournment ot the business of the House for 
the purpose of d’seussing s definite matter of urgent public importance may 
be mode with the consent of the Speaker. 

49. Method of giving notice. — Notice of an adjournment motion shall be 
given before the commencement of the sitting on the day on which the molioD 
is proposed io be made to each of the following' — 

(i) the Speaker, 

(ii) the Minister concerned, and 

(iii) the Secretary. 

60. Restrictions on right to make motion. — The right to move the adjourn- 
ment of the House tor the purpose ot discussing a definite matter of urgent 
public importance shall be subject to the following restrictions, namely.— 

(i) not more than oni such motion shall be made at the same sitting; 

(ii) not more than one matter shall be discussed on the same motion; 

(iii) the motion shall be restricted to a specific matter of recent occurrence; 

(iv) the motion shall not raise a question of privilege; 

(v) the motion shall not revive discussion on a matter which has been 

discussed in the same session; 

(vi) the motion shall not anticipate a matter which has been previously 

appointed for consideration. In determining whether a discussion 
is out of order on the ground of anticipation, regard shall he had 
by the Speaker 1o the probability of the mutter anticipated being 
brought before Parliament within a reasonable time; and 
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(vii) the motion Bhall not deal with any matter which is under adjudi- 
cation by a Court of Law having jurisdiction in any pair ot milia. 

51. Mode of ashing for leave to move adjournment motion. — (1) The Speaker, 

if he gives consent under rule 48 and holds that the matter proposed to be 
discussed is in order, shall, after the questions and before the list of busineBa 
is entered upon, call the member concerned who shall rise in hiB place and aak 
for leave to move the adjournment of the House: 

Provided that where the Speaker has refused his consent under rule 48 or 
is of opinion that the matter proposed to be diheussed is not m order, he .nay, 
if he thinks it necessary, read the notice of motion and state the reasons for 
refusing consent or holding the motion as not being in order. 

(2) It objection to leave being grunted is taken, the Speaker shall request 
those members who are in favour of leave being granted to rise in their p’aces, 
and if not less than twenty-five members rise accordingly, the Speaker shall 
intimate that leave is granted If loss than twenty five members lie , the 
Spcukcr shall inform the member that he has not the leave of the House, 

62. Time fop taking up motion. — The motion shall be taken up at 4 p.m., or 

if the Speaker alter consultation with the Lender of flu House so directs, at 
any earlier hour at which the business of the day may terminate 

53. Closure of debate. — The Speaker may, if he is satisfied that there has 

been adequate debate, put the question at 6-80 p.m. 

54 Time limit for speeches.— The Speaker shall prescribe a time limit for 

speeches 


CHAPTEB IX 

Lkchblatiojn 

Introduction and Publication of Bills 

56. Publication before Introduction. — The Speaker on a request being made 

to him may order the publication <4 any Bill (together with tire Statement ot 
Olqects and Reasons and the financial memorandum aceompanvmg H in the 
Gazette, although no motion has been made for leave to introduce the Bill. 
In that case it shall riot lie necessary to move lor leave to introduce the Bill, 
and. if the Bill is afterwards introduced, it shall not be necessary to publish it 
again 

50. Notice of motion for leave to introduce Bills.— (1) Any member, other 
than a MiListar, desiring to move for leave to introduce a Bill, Bhall give notice 
of his mtention, and shall, together with thr notice, submit a oopv ol the Bill 
and on explanatory -’tatement of Objects and Reasons which shall not contain 
argument. 

Provided that the Speaker may, if he thinks fit, revise the Statement of 
Objects and llcasons. 

(2) If the Bill is a Bill which under the Constitution cannot be introduced 

without the previous sanction or recommendation of the President, the member 
shall annex to the notice a copy of such sanction, or recommendation, and fhe 
notice shall not be valid until this requirement is complied with. 

(3) The period of notice of a motion for leave to introduce a Bill under this 
rule shall be one month unless the Speaker allows the mot’on to be made at 
shorter notice. 
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57. Financial Memorandum, to Bills and money clauaes in Bills, — (1) A 

Bill shall be accompaniod by ft financial memorandum which shall invito parti- 
cular attention to tho clauses involving expenditure and shall also give an esti- 
mate of the recurring and non-recurring expenditure involved m cnee the Bill 
is passed into law. 

(2) Clauses or provisions in Bills involving expenditure from public funds 
shall bo printed in thick typo or in italics: 

Provided that in tho case of Bills introduced in the first session of Parliament 
the Speaker may permit the introduction of a Bill without u financial memo- 
randum being attached to it: 

Provided further that where a clause in a Bill involving expenditure is not 
printed in thick type nr in italics, the Speaker may pormit the member in 
charge of the Bill to bring to the notice of the House such clauses. 

58. Motion for leave to Introduce.— If a motion for leave to introduce a Bill 
is opposed, the Speaker, alter permitting, if he thinks lit, a brief explanatory 
statement from the member who moves and from the member who opposes 
the motion, may, without further debate, put the question: 

Provided that where a motion is opposed on the ground that the Bill ini- 
tiates legislation outside the legislative competence of Parliament, the 'Speaker 
may permit a full discussion thereon. 

69. Publication after introduction. — As soon as may be after a Bill has been 

introduced, tho Bill, unless it has already been published, shall be published in 
the Gazette, 


Motions after introduction of Bills 

60. Motions after Introduction. — When a BUI is introduced, or on some 

subsequent occasion, the member in charge may make ono of the following 
motions in regard to his Bill, namely: — > 

(i) that it be taken into consideration by Parliament either at once or 

at some future day to he then specified; or 

(ii) that it ho referred to a Select Committee: or 

(in) that it be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon. 

Provided that no such motion shall ho made until atter copies of tho Bill 
hpve been made available for the use of members, and that any member may 
object to any such motion being made unless copies of the Bdl have been so 
made available for two days, before the day on which the motion iB made, and 
such objection shall prevail, unless the Speaker allows tho motion to be made. 

61. Discussion of principle of Bill. — (1) On tho day on which any motion 
referred to in rule 00 is made, or on any subsequent day to which the discus- 
sion thereof is postponed, the principle of the Bill and ifs general provisions 
may he discussed, but the details of the Bill shall not be discussed further 
than is necessary to explain its principles. 

(2) At this stage no amendments to the Bill may be moved, but — 

(a) If tho member in charge moves that his Bill be taken into considera- 

tion, any member may move as an amendment that the Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee, or be circulated for the purpose 
of eliciting opinion thereon by a date to bo crucified in the motion, 
or 

(b) if the member in charge moves that bis Bill he referred to a Belect 

Committee, any member may move as an amendment that the 
Bill be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by 
a date to be specified in the motion. 
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(3) Where a motion that a Bill be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion 
thereon is carried, and the Bill is circulated in accordance with that direction 
and opinions are received thereon, the member in charge, if he wishes to proceed 
with his 13 ill thereafter, shall move that the Bill be referred to ft Select Conti 
mittee, unless the Speaker allow B a motion to be made that the Bill be taken 
into consideration. 

02. Persona by whom motions in respect of Bills may be made. — -No motion 
that a Bill be taken into consideration or be passed shall be made by any mem- 
ber other than the member in charge of the Bill and no motion that a Eill be 
ieft-rr ,J d to a Select Committee or be circulated or re-o/rculatod for the purpose 
of eliciting opinion thereon shall be mud'-* by any member other than the 
member in charge except bv way of amendment to a motion made by the 
m-'rnber in charge. 


Select Committees on Bills 

S3. Composition of Select Committee — (1 ) The member in charge of the 
Bill and the Minister of Law shall be members of every Select Committee, and 
it shall not be necessary to include their names m any motion for appointment 
■of such a Committee 

(2) The other members of the Committee shall be appointed by the Bouse 
when a motion that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee 'is made, or 
ft motion is made by way of amendment under clause (a) of sub-rule (2) of 

64. Chairman of Select Committee.— (1) The Chairman of the Committee 
shall be appointed by the Speaker from amongst the members of the Co mmi ttee:

Tf thH Chairman is for any reason unable to act, the Speaker may

69. Meetings of Select Committee. — The first, meeting of a Select Committee 
shall be held on such day and at such hour as the Chairman may fix. Sub-

Vrovidcd that if the Chairman is not readily available, the Secretary may, 
in consul! ation with the Minister whose Ministry is concerned with the Bill, 
fix the date and time of tho first meeting: 

Provided further that where the Committee has not fixed a date for the 
noxt meeting, the Secretary may fix the date for the meeting in consultation with 
the Chairman. 

70. Sittings of Select Committee. — -A Select Committee may sit whilst the 
House is sitting provided that on a division being called in the House tho 
Chairman of the Committee shall suspend the proceedings in Ihe Committee 
for such time as will in his opinion enable members to vote in the division. 

71. Note of amendments and procedure generally In Select Committee.— 
(1) If notice oE a proposed amendment has not been given before the d«v on 
which the Bill is taken up by the Select Committee, any member may object 
to the moving of tho amendment and such objection shall prevail unless the 
Chairman allows the amendment to be moved. 

(2) In other respocts, tho procedure iu a Select Committee shall, as far as 
practicable, he tho same us is followed in the House during the consideration 
stage of a Bill, with such adaptations, whether by way of modification, addition 
or omission, as the Speaker may consider necessary or convenient. 

72. Notice of amendments by Members other than Members of Select 
Committee. — -When a Bill has been referred to a Select Committee, any notice 
given by a member of any amendment to a clause in the. - ' 11 

referred to the Committee provided that where notice - 
from a member who is not a member of the S-l 
shall not 1 ~ *■ ’• 1 1 
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(2) If any doubt arises on any point of procedure or otherwise, the Chairman 

may d he thinks fit, refer the point to the Speaker ■whose decision Bh&ll be final. 

75. Power of Select Committee to make suggestion on procedure.— A Si iect 
Committee shall have power to pass resolutions on matters of procedure relating 

to Select Committees tor the consideration of the Speaker, who may make such 
variations in procedure ns he may consider necessary. 

76. Record of the decisions of a Select Committee. — A record of the decisions 
of a .Select Committee shall be maintained and circulated to members of the 

Committee under the direction of the Chairman. 

77. Reports by Select Committee. — (1) As soon as may be after a Bill has 
been referred to a Select CommiUee, tho Select Committee shall meet from 
time to time in accordance with rule 89 to consider the Bill and shall make a 

report thereon within the time fixed by the House: 

Providod that where the House has not fixed any time for the presentation of 
the report, the report shall be presented before the expirj of thice months from 
the date on which tho House adopted the motion for the reference of the Bill 
to the Select Committee: 

Provided further that the House may at any time, on a motion being made, 

direct that the time for the presentation of the Report by the Select Committee 
be extended to a date specified in the motion. 

(2) Reports may be either preliminary or final. 

(8) The Select Committee shall in their report state whether the publication 

of the Bill directed by these rules has taken place, and the dato on winch the 
publication has taken placo. 

C4) Whero a Bill has been altered the Select Committee may, if they think 
fit, include in their report a recommendation to the member in charge of the 

Bill that his next motiou should bo a motion for circulation, or, where the Bill 
has already been circulated, for rc-circulation. 

(5) if any member of a Select Committee desires to record a minute of 
dissent on any matters, ho shall sign the report stating that he does bo subject 
to his mmiito of dissent, and shall at the same time hand in his minute: 

Provided that a member, if he so wishes, may hand in a complete minority 
report of his own or supported by Buch other members as are in agreement with 
him. 

78. Presentation of report. — (1) Th 0 Report of the Select Committee on a 
Bill shall he presented to the HouBe by the Chairman or in his absence by any 
member of the Committee. 

(2) In presenting a ’-eport the Chairman or, in his absence, tho member 
presenting the report shall, if he makes any remarks, confine himself to a brief 
statement of fact, hut there shall be no debate at this stage 

79. Printing and Publication of report.— The Secretary shall cause every 
report of a Select Commiiteo 1o he printed, and a copy of the report shall bo 
made available for the use of everv member of the Houso. Tho report, with 
the amended Bill, shall be published in the Cassette. 

Prone dure after presentation of Report of d Select Committee 

80. Motions that may be moved after presentation of the report of a Select 
Committee, — (1) After the presentation of the final report of a Select Committee 
on n Bill, tho member in charge may move — 

(n) that tho Bill as reported by the 'Select Committee be taken into 
consideration : 
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Provided that any member of the House may object to its beiDg so taken 
into consideration if a copy of the report baa not been made avail- 
able for the use of members for fcwp dayB, and such objection shall 

prevail, unless the Speaker allows the report to be taken into con- 
sideration; or 

(b) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee be re-committed, 

either — 

(i) without limitation, or 

(ii) with respect to particular clauses or amendments only, or 

(iii) with instructions to the Select Committee to make some parti- 
cular or an additional provision in the Bill; or 

(c) that the Bill or reported by the Select Committee be circulated or 

re-circulated, as the case may be, for the purpose of obtaining 
opinion or further opinion thereon. 

(2) If the member in charge moves that the Bill be taken into consideration, 
any member may move as an amendment that the Bill be re-committed or be 
circulated- or re-circulated lor the purpose of obtaining opinion or further 
opinion thereon. 

81. Scope of debate on report of Select Committee . — The debate on a motion 

that the Bjll as reported by the Select. Committee be taken into consideration 
shall be confined to consideration of the report of the Solcct Committee and 
the matters referred to in that report or any alternative suggestions consistem 
with the principle of the Bill. 

Amendments to clauses, etc. and consideration of Bills 

82. Notice of amendments, — (1) If notioe of an amendment has not been 

given one day before the day on which the Bill is to be considered, any 
member may object to the moving of the amendment, and such objection 
shall prevail, unless the Speaker allows the amendment to be moved. 

(2) The Secretary shall, if time permits, make available to members from 
time to time lists of amendments of which notices have been received. 

83. Conditions of admissibility of amendments. — The following conditions 
shall govern the admissibility of amendments: — 

(i) An amendment shall bo within the scope of the Bill and relevant 

to the subject-matter of the clause to which it relates. 

(ii) An amendment shall not be inconsistent with nnv previous decision 

of the House on the same question. 

(iii) An amendment shall not lie such as to make the clause vhich it 

proposes to amend unintelligible or ungrammatical. 

(iv) If an amendment refers to, or is not intelligible without, a subse- 

quent amendment or schedule, notice of the subsequent amend- 
ment or schedule shall be given before the first amendment is 
moved, so as to make the series of amendments intelligible as a 
whole: 

Provided that in order to save time and repetition of arguments, a single 
discussion may be allowed to cover a series of interdependent 
amendments. 1 r 

(v) The Speakor shall determine the place in which an amendment shall 

be moved. 

(vi) The Speaker may refuse to propose an amendment which is, in his 

opinion, frivolous or meaningless. 
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(vii) An amendment may be proposed to an amendment whjch has 
already been proposed by the Speaker 

84. Sanction of the President to be annexed to notice of amendment. — 
If any member deeirei to move an amendment which under the Constitution 
cannot be moved without the previous sanction or recommendation of the 
President, he shall annex to the notice required by these rules a copy of such 

ration or recommendation and the notice shall not be valid until thiB require- 

nt is complied with. 

86. Power of Speaker to select new clauses or amendments.— The Speaker 

(hall have power to select the now clauses or amendments to nu proposed, 
and may, if he thinks fit, call upon any member who lias given notice of an 
amendment to give such explanation of the object of the amendment as may 
enable him to form a judgment upon it. 

86. Arrangement of amendments. — Amendments of which notice has been 
liven, shall, as far as practicable, be arranged in the list of amendments, issued 
mom time to time, in the order in which they may be called. In arranging 

amendments raising the same question at. the same point of a clause, prr cedence 
may bo given to an amendment moved by the member in charge of the Bill. 
Subject as aforesaid, amendments may be arranged in the ordor in which Dotiee 
of them is received. 

87. Order of amendments. — Amendments shall ordinarily be considered 
in the order of the clauses of the Bill to which they respectively relate; and 
ir. respect of nny such clause a motion shall be doomed to have been made: 

Thai this clause stands part of the Bill”. 

88. Mode of moving amendments. — When a motion that a Bill be taken 
nito consideration has been oarriod, any member when called upon by the 
Speaker may move an amendment to the Bill of which ho has previously given 
notice. 

89. Withdrawal of amendments. — An amendment moved may, by leave of 

tho House, but riot otherwise, be withdrawn, on the request of the member 
moving it. If an amendment has been proposed to an amendment, the original 
amendment shall not be withdrawn until the amendment proposed to it has 
been disposed of. 

90. Submission of a Bill clause by clause. — Notwithstanding anything in 
these rules, the Speaker may, when a motion that a Bill bo taken into consi- 
deration ha's been carried, submit the Bill, or nny pait of the Bill, to the House 
clause by clause. The Speaker may call cnch clause separately, and, when the 
amendments relating to it have been dealt with , shall put the question: That 
this clause (or, as the case may bo, that this clause as amended) stand part 
of the Bill”. 

91. Postponement of clause. — Tho Speaker may, if he thinks fit, postpone 
the consideration of a clause. 

92. Schedule. — Tho consideration of the schedule or schedules, if any, 
shall follow the consideration of clauses. Schedules shall be put from Ihe 
Choir, and may be amended, in the sarno manner as clauses, and the considera- 
tion of new sehedulos shall follow tho consideration of the original schedules. 
The question shall (hen be put- “That this schedu'e (or. as the case mny be, 
that this schedule as amended) stand part of the Bill . 

93. OlauSs one, preamble and title of the Bill.— Clause one, the preamble 
■if any, and the title of a Bill shall stand postponed until tho other clauses and 
schedules (including new clauses and new schedules) have been disposed of 
and the Speaker shall then put the question: "Thai clause one, cr tho preamble 
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or the title (or tie the ease may be, that clause one, preamble or kt'e at 
amended) do stand part of the BlU”. 

Pasting, Authentication and Reconsideration of Bills 

94. Passing of a Bill. — (1) When a motion that a Bill be taken into consi- 
deration has been carried and no amendment of the Bill is made, the member 
in charge may at once move that the Bill be passed. 

(2) Jt any amendment of the Bill is made, any member may object to anv 
motion being made on th e same day that the Bill bo passed, and such objection 
shall prevail unless the Speaker allows the motion to be made. 

(3) Where the objection prevails, a motion that the Bill be passed may 
be bi ought forward on any future day. 

(<L) To such a motion no amendment may be moved which is not either 
formal, verbal or consequential upon an amendment made after the Bill was 
taken into consideration, 

95. Scope of debate, — The discussion on a motion that the Bill be passed 
Grail be confined to the submission of arguments either in Bupport of the Bill 
■or for the rejection of the Bill. In making his speech a member shall not 
relor to the details of the Bill further than is necessary for the purposo of his 
arguments which shall be of a general character. 

96 Authentication of a Bill — When a Bill iB passed by Parliament, a copy 
thereof shall be signed by the Speaker: 

Provided that in the absence of the Speaker from New Delhi the Secretary 
may authenticate the Bill for the Speaker in case of urgency. 

97. Reconsideration by Parliament of a Bill passed. — When a Bill which 
has been passed by Parliament is relumed by the President for reconsideration 
by Parliament, the point or points referred for reconsideration shall be put 
before Parliament by the Speaker, and shall be discussed and voted upon m 
the same manner aa amendments to a Bill, or in such other way as the 
Speaker may consider mobt convenient for their consideration by the House. 

Adjournment of debate on, and withdrawal and removal of, Bills 

98. Adjournment of the debate on a BUI. — At any stage ot a Bill which is 
under discussion in the no-usc a motion that the debate on the Bill be adjourned 
mav be moved with the consent of the Speaker. 

99. Withdrawal of a Bill.— The member in charge of a Bill may at any stage 
oi (bp BJi move for leave to withdraw the Bill; and if such leave is granted, 
no further motion shall be made with reference to the Bill. 

100 Removal of a Bill from the Register of Bills. — Where any of the follow- 
ing motions under these rules in regard to a Bill is rejected by Parliament, 
no blither motion shall be raado with reference to the Bill and such Bill shall 
be removed from the Ecgister of Bills pending in Parliament: — 

(i) that leave be granted to introduce the Bill; 

(ii) that the Bill bo referred to a Select Committee; 

(iii) that the Bill be taken into consideration; 

(iv) that the Bil 1 as reported b\ Select Committee be taken into cotisu 

deration; and 

(v) that the Bill [or as the case may be, that the Bill, as amended] 

be passed. 
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Petitions on Bills 

101. Petitions relfttinj to & Bill. — Petitions relating to a Bill which has bee* 

published under rule 56 or which has been introduced or m respect of which 
notice of a motion has been received under these rules, may be presented or 
submitted in accordance with these rules. 

102. General form of ft petition. — (1) The General form o[ petition set out 
in the Schedule, with such variations as the circumstances of each case require, 
may be used and, if used, shall bo sufficient. 

^2) Every petition shall be couched in rospectful and temperate language. 

103. Authentication of signatories to a petition.— The full name, and address 
of every signatory to a petition shall be set out therein and shall be authenti- 
cated by the signatory, if literate by his signature and if illiterate by his thumb 
impression. 

104. Countersignature.- Every petition shall, if preaonted by \ member, b« 
countersigned by him. 

106. Petition to whom to be addressed and how to be concluded — Every 
petition shrdl be addressed to Parliament and shall conclude with a prayer 
reciting the definite object of the petitioners in regard to the Bill to which it 
relates. 

106. Presentation of a petition. - -Arty petition may be presented by a member, 
or he forwarded to the Secretary, in which latter oasc the fact shall be reported 
by him to the House, and no debate shall be permitted on the malting of such, 
report. 

107. Form of presentation. — A member presenting a petition shall confin# 
himvelf to a statement in the following form: — 

"1 present ft petition signed by petitioners regarding 

Bill”, and no debate shall be permitted on this statement 

108. Constitution of Committee on Petitions.— (1) At the commencement 
of Parliament, or from time to time as the case may be, tho Speaker shall 
nominate a Committee on Petitions consisting ol not more than five members. 

(2) A Committee nominated under Sub-rule (1) shall hold office until a 
new Committee is nominated. 

109. Chair man oi Committee on Petitions. — (1) The Chairman of the 
Committee shall be appointed by the Speaker from amongst the members of 
the Committee: 

Provided that if the Deputy Speaker is a member of the Committee, he shall 
be appointed Chairman of the Committee. 

(2) If tho Chairman is for any reason unable to act, the Speaker may 
similarly appoint another Chairman in bis place. 

(3) If the Chairman is absent from any meeting, the Committee shall 
choese another member to act as Chairman for that meeting. 

110. Reference to Committee. — Every petition after presentation by p 
member or report by the Secrotary, as the case may be, shall be referred to the 
CrniTnittee. 

111. Ex amin ation and circulation of petition. — (3) The Committee shall 
examine every petition referred to it, and if the potition complies with these 
rules, the Committee may in its discretion direct that it be circulated as a 
paper to the Bill to which it relates. Where circulation of the petition has not 
been directed, the Speaker may at any lime direct that the petition be 
circulated. 
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(2) Circulation of the petition shall be in extenso or of a summary thereof as 
the Committee, or the Speaker, as the oase may be, may direct. 

112. Presentation of Report of Committee on Petitions. — The Committee 
shall report to the House stating the subject matter of the petition, the number 
of persons by whom it is signed and whether it is in conformity with these 
rules, and also whether circulation has or has not been directed. 


CHAPTER X 
Resolutions and Motions 
Resolutions 


113. Notice of Resolution. — A member who wishes to move a resolution 
shall give fifteen oloar days’ notice of hiB intention and shall, together with the 
notice, submit a copy of the resolution which he wishes to move: 

Provided that, the Speaker, with the consent of the Minister concerned, 
may ullow it to be ontered on the list of business with shorter notice than fifteen 
days. 

114. Form of Resolution. — A resolution may be in the form of a declaration 
of opinion by Parliament. 

116. Subject matter of Resolution. — Subject to the provisions of these 
rules, any member may move a resolution relating to ft matter of general public 
interest. 

116. Conditions of admissibility of Resolution. — In order that a resolution 
may be admissible, it shall satisfy the following conditions, namely — 

(p) it shall be clearly and precisely expressed; 

(ii) it shall raise substantially one definite issue; 

(iii) it shall not contain arguments, inferences, ironical expressions, impu- 

tations or defamatory statements ; 

(iv) it shall not rofer to the oonduot or character of persons except in 

their official or public capacity; and 

(v) it shall not relate to any matter which is under adjudication by ft 

Court of Law having jurisdiction in ary part of India. 

117. Speaker to decide admissibility of Resolution.— ‘The Speaker shall 
decide on the admissibility of a resolution, and may disallow a resolution or a 
part thereof when in his opinion it does not comply with these rules. 

118. Moving of Resolution. — (1) A member in whose name a resolution 
stands on the list of business shall, except when he wishes to withdraw it, 
when called on, move the resolution, in which case he shall commence biB 
speech by a formal motion m the terms appearing on the list of business: 

Provided that the member may, with the permission of the Speaker, 
authorise any other member, in whoso name the same resolution stands lower 
in the list of business, to move it on his behalf, and the member so authorised 


may move accordingly. 

V 2 ) Tf the member when called on is absent, any other member authorised 
by nim in writing in this behalf may, with the permission ot the bnaaker. 
rreve the resolution standing in his name. 

119. Amendments.— (1) After a resolution has been moved, any member 
may, subject to the rules relating to resolutions, move an amendment to the 

resolution. ., , 

(2) If notico of such amendment has not been given one day b ® f ° r ® ® 
on which the resolution is moved, any member may object to the moving of the 
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amendment, end such objection shall prevail, unless the Speaker, allows the 

amendment to be moved. 

(3) The Secretary shall, if time permits, make available to members from 
time to time lists of amendments of which notioes have been given. 

120. Time limit ol speeches. — No speech on a resolution, except with the 
permission of the Speaker, shall exceed fifteen minutes in duration: 

Provided that the mover of a resolution, when moving the same and the 
Minister concerned when speaking for the first time, may speak for thirty 
minutes or for such longer time as the Speaker may permit. 

121. Scope of discussion — The discussion of a resolution Bhall be strictly 
relevant to and within the scope of the resolution. 

122. Withdrawal oi Resolution and amendment. — (1) A member in 
whose mime a resolution stands on the list of business may, when called <m, 
withdraw the resolution in which case he shall confine himself to a mere state- 
ment to that eiiect, 

(2) A member who has moved a resolution or amendment to a resolution 
shall not withdraw the same except hy leave of the House. 

(3) If h resolution which has been admitted is not discussed during the 
sossion it shall be deemed to have been withdrawn. 

123. Splitting of Resolution -When any reso'ution involving several 
points has been discussed, the Speaker may divide the resolution, and put each 
or an) points separately to the vote, as he may think fit. 

124. Repetition of Resolution (1) When a resolution has been moved, no 

resolution or amendment raising substantially the same question shall be moved 
within one year from the date of the moving of the earlier resolution. 

(2) When a resolution has been withdrawn with the leave of the House, 
no resolution raising substantially the same question shall be moved during 
the same session. 

125. Copy of Resolution passed to be sent to Minister. — A oopy of every 
resolution which has been passed by the House shall be forwarded to the 
Minister concerned. 

Motions 

126. Discussion of matters of general public interest by means of motion. — 

Wave in so far as is otherwise provided by the Constitution or by these rules, 
no discussion of a matter of general public interest Bhal) take place otherwise 
than on a resolution moved in accordance with the rules governing the moving 
of resolutions except on a motion made with the consent of the Speaker, who 
if lie admits the motion, will allot a day or days for its discussion in consulta- 
tion with the Leader of the House. 

127. Motion of no-confidence in Ministers. — (1) A motion expressing want 
of confidence in the Council of M nisters may be made sublet to the following 
restrictions, namely:~ 

(a) leave to make the motion must be asked for after questions and 

beforo the list of business for the day is entered upon; 

(b) the member asking for leave must, beforo the commencement of the 

sitting of the day, leave with the Secretary a written notioe of 
the motion which ho proposes to move. 

f2j If the Speakor is of opinion that the motion is in order, he shall read 
the motion to the nouse and shall requebt those members who are in favour 
of leave being granted to rise in their places, and if not less than thirty 
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members rise accordingly, the Speaker shall intimate that leave is granted and 
that the motion will be taken on such day, not being more than ten days from 
the date on which the leave is asked, as he may appoint, If less than thirty- 
members rise, the Speaker shall inform the member that he has not the leave 
of the House. 

Statement by a Minister who hae resigned 

128. Statement by a Minister who has resigned. — (1) A member who has 
resigned the office of Minister may, with the oonsent of the Speaker, make a 
personal statement in explanation of his resignation. 

(2) Such statement shall be made afldr questions and before the list of 
business for the day is entered upon. 

(3) There shall be no debate on such statement, but after it bus been made, 
a Minister may make a statement pertinent thereto. 


CHAPTER XI 

Procedure in Financial Matters 

129. The Budget. — The Annual Financial Statement or the Statement of 
the estimated Beceipts and Expenditure of the Government of India in respect 
of each financial year (hereinafter referred to as ‘the Budget’) shall be presented 
to Parliament on such day as the President may direct. 

130. Budget not to be discussed on presentation. — There shall be no dis- 
cussion of the Budget on the day on which it is presented to Parliament. 

131. Demands for Grants. — (1) A separate demand shall ordinarily be made 
in respect of the grant proposed for each Ministry, provided that file Finance 
Minister may include in one demand grants proposed for two or more Ministers 
or Departments or make a demand in respect ol expenditure which cannot readi- 
ly be classified under pn-tiouhu Ministries 

(2) Each demand shall contain, first, a statement of the total grant pro- 
posed, and then a statement of the detailed estimate under each grant divided 
into items. 

(3) Sublet to these rules, the Budget shall be presented to Parliament m 
such form aH the Finance Minister may, after considering the suggestions if 
any of the Estimates Committee, settle. 

132. General discussion on the Budget — (1) On a day to be appointed by 
the Speakor subsequent to the day on which the Budget is presented and for 
such time as ihe Speaker may allot for this purpose, Parliament shah be at 
liberty to discuss tho Budget us a whole or any question of principle involved 
therein, but at this stage no motion shall bo moved nor shall the Budget be 
submitted to the vote of Parliament. 

(2) The Finance Minister shall have a general right of reply at the end of 
the discussion. 

(3) The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe a time limit for speeches. 

133. Voting Of Grants. — (1) The Speaker in consultation with the Leader 

of the House shall allot so many days as may be compatible with the public 
interest for the discussion and voting of demands for grants. 

(21 On the last day of the allotted days, at 5 o’clock, the Speaker shall 
forthwith put every question necessary to dispose of all tho outstanding matters 
in connection with the demands for grants. 

(3) Motions may be moved to reduce any grant. 

(4) No amendments to motions to reduce any grant shall be permissible. 
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(i'l) When several motions relating to the same demand are offered, they 
shall be discussed in the order in which the heads to which they relate, appear 
m the Budget. 

134. Presentation oi the Budget in Parts. — Nothing hereinbefore contained 
shall be deemed to prevent the presentation oi the Budget to Parliament in 
.. uO or more parts and when such presentation tabes place, each part shall be 
dealt with in accordance with these rules as if it were the Budget. 

135. Notice of Out Motions. — If notice of a motion to reduce anv grant has 
not been given one day before the day on which the demand is under consi- 
deration, any mem be i mat object to the immng of the mol ion, and such ob]ec 
tion tball prevail, unless the Speaker allows the motion to be made. 

156, Vote on account (1) A motion for vote on account shall stato the 

tot.u sum required, and the various amounts needed for each Ministry, .Depart- 
ment or item of expenditure which compose that sum shall bo stated in a 
schedule appended to the motion 

(12) Amendments lrniv be moved tor the 1 leduition of the whole grant or for 
the reduction oi omission oi the items whereof the giant is composed. 

(0) Discussion ol u general character shall he allowed on Ihe motion or any 
amendments moved thereto, but the details of the grant shall not be diBoussed 
further than is necessary to develop the general pointB. 

(4) In other lespeets, n motion toi vote on mount s) mil be dealt with in 
the same way as if it were a demand for grant. 

137. Supplementary, addltionUl excess and exceptional grants and votes of 
raedlt. — Supplementary, additional excess and exceptional grants and votes 
ot credit shall ho regulated by the same procedure us is applicable in the oase 
of demands for grants sub]ect to such adaptations, whether by way 7 of modifi- 
cation, addition or omission as the Speaker may deem to be necessary or 
expedient 

138. Token Grant. — When funds to meet proposed expenditure on a now 
servico can be made available by re-appropriation, a demand for the grant of a 
token sum may be submitted in the vote of Parliament and, if Parliament 
asseuls lo the demand, funds may be so made available. 

139. Appropriation Bill.— (1) Subject to the provisions of the Constitution, 
the procedure m regard to an Appropriation Bill shall bp the Barrie as for Bills 
geueiallT with such modifications as the Speaker may consider necessary, 

(2) At any time aftor the introduction m Parliament of an Appropriation 
Bill, Ihe Speaker may allot a day or days jointly or severally for the completion 
of all or any of the stages involved hi the passage ol the Bill by Pailiament, 
and when such allotment has been made Ihe Speaker diall at f> o’clock on the 
allotted day or, as the case may ho, Ihe last of the alloltcd days, forthwith put 
every question necessary to dispose of all the outstanding matteis m connection 
will i the stage or stages for which the day or days have been allot! od. 

(I!) The Speaker may, if be thinks fit, prescribe a time-limit for speeches 
at ill or anv of the stages foi which a day or days have been allotted under the 
preceding sub-rule 

140. Finance Bill.- — (1) In Ihis rule "Finance Bill" means the Bill ordi- 
narily introduced in each year lo give effect to the financial proposals of the 
Government of India for tho next following financial year and includes a Bill 
to give effect to supplemental y fmimcial proposals for any period 

(2) At any time after the introduction in Pailiament of a Finance Bill, the 
Speaker may allot a day or days, jointly or severally, for Ihe completion of all 
oi any of the stages involved m the passage of the Bill by Parliament and when 
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such allotment has been made the Speaker Bhall at 5 o’clock on the allotted 
day or, as the case niuy be, the last of the allotted days forthwith put every 
question necessary to dispose of all the outstanding matters in connection with 
th > stage or stages for which the day or days have been allotted. 

Provided that if a Minister has u right of reply to the debate on tbo motiJSi 
which is under discussion nt 4 cm on that day and has not commenced his 
reply at that hour, the Speaker shall inquire how much time not exceeding 
one hour he requires tor his reply and shall call upon any member for the time 
being addressing Ihc House to resume his seat at suck lime as will leave avail- 
able before 0 of lock the amount of tune which the Minister has stated that 
he icquies loi his reply. 

(d) Wher<. the question or one of the questions required by sub-rule (2) to 
be put at o o’clock on the allotted day or the last of the allotted days is that 
the Bill be passed, sub-rule ( 2 ) <-hali have effect notwithstanding that amend- 
ments ol the Bill have been made. 

(t) Subject to the proviso to sub-rule (2) the Speaker may, if he thinks fit, 
pi escribe a time limit tor speeches at all or any of the stages for which a day 
oi days have been allotted under that sub-rule. 

141. Business that can be taken up on a day allotted for any kind of 
finauC'Rl business. -Notwdhbtandmg that a day has been allotted for other 
business nndc'i rule 1119 oi 140 a motion oi motions foi leave to intioduei a Bill 
or Bills rrmj be made and a Bill or Bills in. 13 be introduced cm such clay before 
Parliament cutlers on the business for which the day haa been allotted. 

142. Time limit for disposal of financial business. — In addition to the powers 
exercisable by the Sj-eaker under these rules, he may exercise all powers 
necessary or the piuposn of the timely completion of all financial business and 
m part* u’ai allot time for lb - disposal of various kinds of such business and 
wh iv 1 1111c 1 is so allotted, he shall at the appointed hour put every question 
necessary In dispose ot ell (he outstanding matters 111 conned 1011 with the stage 
-or stage-, for which time has been allotted. 

Explanation — Financial business includes any business which the Speaker 
holds ns corning with in ibis 1 ilcgorv under tbe Constitution 

143. Committee on Public Accounts. — (1) As soon as may be after tbo 
commencement 01 the fust session of Parliament, a Committee on Public 
Accounts shall subject to tbe ptovsions of this rule, be constituted 

(2) The function ot tile Committee shah be to examine the accounts showing 
the appiopriation of tbe sums granted bv Parliament to meet tbe expenditure 
of the Government of India aud such other accounts laid before Parliament 
as the Committee may think til. 

(3) Tbe Committee on Public Accounts shall consist ot not more than 
fifteen members, who shall be elected by Parliament from amongst its mem- 
bers according to the pnncip’e of proportional representation by means of tbe 
single transferable vote. 

(4) Tbe term of office of members of flic Committee shall be one year 

(5) Casual vacancies in the Committee shall be filled as soon as possible 
after they occur by election in the maimer aforesaid, and any person elected 
to fill such vacancy shall hold office for tbe period for which the person in 
whose p ace ho is elected would, under the provisions of this rule, have held 
office. 

(( 5 ) In otder to constitute a meeting of the Committee, the quorum shall be 

four 

( 7 j (u) Tbe Chairman of tho Committee shall be appointed by the Spoaker 
from amongst tile members of the Committee: 
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Provided that if the Deputy Speaker is a rnomber of the Committee, he. 
•shall be appointed Chairman of the Committee 

(b) If the Chairman 13 for any reason unable to act, the Speaker may simi- 
larly appoint anoiher Chairman in his place. 

(e) If the Chairman is absent from any meeting, the Committee shall choose 
another member to not as Chairman for that meeting. 

(h) In the case of an equality of votes on any matter, the Chairman shall 
have a second or easting vote. 

144. Control o! Committee on Public Accounts. — (1) In scrutinising the 
Appropriation Aeoounts of the Government of India and the report of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General thereon, it shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Public Accounts to satisfy jtself— 

(a) that the moneys shown in the accounts as having been disbursed 

were legallv available for and applicable to the service or purpose 
to which they have been applied or charged; 

(b) that the expenditure conforms to the authority which governs it; and 

(c) that every re-appropriation has been made m accordance with the 

provisions made m this behalf in the Appropriation Act, or under 
rules framed by competent authority under the provisions of the 
said Act: 

Provided that the provision made in clause (o') above shall not 
apply to any accounts prior to the year 1950-51. 

if 2) It shall also be a duly ot the Committee on Public Accounts— 

(a) to examine such trading, manufacturing and profit and loss accounts 

and balance she ts as the President may have required to be 
prepared, and the Comptroller and Auditor-General’s report there- 
on ; and 

(b) to considei tbe report of the Comptroller and Auditor-General in 

cases where the President may have required him to conduct an 
audit o' anv reccipis or to examine the accounts of stores and 
stock. 

145. Oommitte® on Estimates. — (1) As soon as may be after the commence- 
ment of the first session of Parliament, a Committee on Estimates shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this rule, be constituted to examine such of the esti- 
mates as may soctn fit to the Committee and to suggest economics consistent 
with tho policy underlying the estimates. 

(2) The Commit ! 00 shall consist of not more than twenty-five members 
who shall be elected In Parhamcnt from amongst its members according to 
the principle of p v opoi tional repi esentation by means of tbe single transfer- 
able vote 

(3) The term of office of the member, of the Committee shall ho one year. 

(4) Casual vacancies in the Committee shall be filled as soon as possible 
after they occur by election in the maimer aforesaid and any person elected 
to fill such vacancy shall ho 1 cl office for the period for which tho person in 
whose place he is Reeled would, under Ihe provisions of this mlc, have held 
■office. 

(5) (a) The Chairman ot the Committee shall be appointed by the Speaker 
from amongst the members of the Committee: 
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Provided that if the Deputy Speaker is a member of the Committee, he 
shall be appointed Chairman ot the Committee. 

(b) If the Chairman is for any reabon unable to act the Speaker may simi- 
larly appoint another Chairman in his place. 

(c) If the Chairman is absent fiom any meeting the Committee shall choose 
another member to act as Chairman for that meeting. 

(6) In order to constitute n meeting of the Committee, the quorum shall 
be six. 

(7) In tlie case of an equality of votes on any matter, the Chairman shall 
have a second or casting vote. 

(8) The Committee may appoint one or more sub-committees, each having 
the powers of the undivided Comimitec, to examine any matters that may be 
referred to them, and the reports of such sub-committees shall be deemed to 
be the reports of the whole Committee if thev aie approved at a meeting of 
the whole Committee 

(ft) The Committee may, if it thinks fit, make available to Government any 
completed part of its report before presentation to the House. Such reports 
shall be treated as confidential until presented to Parliament. 

(10) The Committee may hear officials or take other evidence connected with 
the estimates under examination. Iti shall be in the discretion of the Committee 
to treat any evidence tendered before it as secret or confidential. 

(11) The Committee mnv continue its examination of the estimates from 
time to time throughout the financial year and report to Parliament as its- 
exmination proceeds It shall not be incumbent on the Committee to examine 
the entire estimates of any one vear The demands for grants may bo finally 
voted notwithstanding the fact that the Committee has made no reporl 

(12) (a) The Speaker may from time to time issue such directions to the 
Chairman of the Committee as he may consider necessary for regulating its 
procedure and the organization of its work 

(b) If any doubt arises on any point of procedure or otherwise, the Chairman 
may, if he thinks fit, teter the point to tho Speaker whose decision shall be 
final. 

(13) The Committee bind! have power to pass resolutions on matters of 
procedure for the consideration of the Speaker, who may make such variations in 
procedure as he may consider necessary.

160. Questions to be asked through the Speaker. — When, for the pm poses 
-of explanation during discussion or for any other sufficient reason, any member 
has occasion to ask a question of another member on any matter then under 
-fehe consideration of the House, he shall ask the question through the Speaker. 
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161. Irrelevance or repetition. — The Speaker, after having called the 
attention of the House to the conduct of a member who persists in irrelevance 
or m tedious repetition either of his own arguments or of the arguments used 
Jvy other members in debate, may direct him to discontinue his speeoh. 

162, Personal explanation. — A member may, with the permission of ihe 
Speaker, make a personal explanation although there is no question before 
the House, but in this case no debatable matter may be brought forward, and 
no debate shall arise. 


Order of Speeches and Bight of Reply 

163. Order of speeches and right of reply.— -(]) After the member who 
moves has spoken other members may speak to the motion in such archer as 
idle Speaker may call upon them. If any member who is so called upon does 
not speak, he shall not be entitled, except bv the permission ot the Speaker, 
to speak to the motion at any later stage of the debate. 

(2) Except in the exercise of a right of reply or as otherwise provided by 
these rules, no member shad speak more than once to any motion, except 
with the permission of the Speaker. 

(31 A member who has moved a motion may speak again by way of reply, 
and if the motion is moved by a private member, the Minister concerned may, 
with the permission of the Speaker, apeak (whether he has previously spoken 
in the debate or not) after the mover has replied:

169. Papers quoted to be laid on the Table. — if a Minister quotes m the 
House a despatch or other State papet which has nol been presented to the

Provided that this rule shall not apply to any documents which are stated 
by the Minister to bo of such a nature that their production would be incon- 
sistent with public interest.

170. Division. — (1) On the (-oncliiMoii of n debate, flu Spuilwi dull! put 
the question and invite those who are m favour oi the motion to > Aye ’ 
and those against the motion to say “No”.

(8) If the opinion of the Speaker as to tire decision ot a question is 
challenged, he may, if he thinks fit, ask the members who are tor “Ave” and 
those for "No” respectively to rise in then places and, on u count being taken 
he may declare the determination of the House. Tn such a case, the names 
*{ the voters shall not be recorded 

(4) (a) Tf the opinion of the Speaker as to the demmii ot a qmdiou is 
challenged and he does not adopt the course provided he in sub-rule (3) 
above, he shall order a “Division ’ to be held 

(b) After the lapse of two minutes, he shall put the question a second 
time and declare whether in hie opinion the “Ayes” or the “Noes” have it 

(c) It the opinion so declined is again challenged, he shall cluect tbo tyes” 
to go into the Right Lobby and the 'Noos” into the Left Lobby In' the 
“Ayes” or “Noes” Lobby, as the case mav be, each member shall call outi 
his Division Number and tho Division Clerk, while marking off his number on 
tbo Division List, shall simultaneously call out the name of the Member. 

(d) After voting in the Lobbies is completed, the Division Clerks shall 
hand over the Division Lists to the Secretary, who shall count the rotes and 
present the totals of "Ayes” and "Noes” to the Spoaker 

(e) The result of a division shall be announced by the Speaker «nd shall 
not bo challenged. 

(f) A member who ih unable to go to the Division Lobby owing to sickness 
or infirmity may, with the permission of tho Speaker have his vote rt corded 
either at his seat or in the Members’ Lobby 

(g) If a member finds that he has voted by mistake in the wrong Lobby, 
he may be allowed to con-cot his mistake provided he brings it to flic notice 
of tho Speaker before the result of the division is announced. 

(h) When the Division Clerks have brought the Division Lists to the 
Secretary s table, a member who has not up to that time recorded his vote 
but who then wish or to have his vote recorded may do so with the permission 

(rf the Speaker. 
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Withdrawal^ and Suspension of Members 

171. Withdrawal Of a member.— The Speaker may direct any member whose 
'&!)nduct is in his opinion grossly disorderly to withdraw immediately from the 
House, and any member so ordered to withdraw shall do so forthwith and 
shall absent himself during the remainder of the day's meeting. 

172. Suspension Of a member. — (1) The Speaker may, if he deems it neces- 
sary, name a member who disregards the nnthoriiy of the Chair Or abuses the 
rules of the House by persistently and wilfully obstructing the business thereof. 

(2) If a momber is so named by the Spanker, he shall forthwith put the 
question that the member (naming him) be suspended from the service of the 
House during the remainder of the session: 

Provided that the House may, ill any time, on a motion being made, resolve 
that such suspension be terminated. 

(8) A member suspended under this rule shall forthwith quit the precinct* 
of the House. 

Suspension of Sitting 

173. Power of Speaker to adjourn Houbg or suspend sitting — in the case 

of grave disorder arising in the ITouse, the Speaker may, if he thinks it neces- 
sary to do so, adjourn the House or suspend any sitting for a time to bo named 
by him. 

Points of Order 

174. Points of order and decisions thereon. — (1) Any member rimy at any 
time submit a point of order tor the decision of the Speaker, but, in doing so, 
shall confine himself to stating the point. 

(2) The Speaker shall decide all points of order which may arise, and his 
decision shall be final. 

Maintenance of Order 

175. Speaker to preserve order and enforce decisions.— The Speaker shal 1 
preserve order and sliall have all poweis necessary for the purpose of enforcing 
his decisions 

Report of Proceedings 

176. Report of proceedings of Parliament. — The Secretary shall cause to 
be prepared n full report of (he proceedings of Parliament at eneb of ita 
meetings, and shall, us soon as practicable, publish it in such form and manner 
as the Speaker may, from time to time, direct. 

Admission of Strangers 

177. Admission of strangers. — The admission of strangers during the sittings 
of the House to those portions of the House which are not reserved for tho 
exclusive use oi members shall bo regulated in accordance with orders made 
by the Speaker. 

178. Withdrawal of strangers.. — The Speaker, whenever he thinks fit, may 
order the withdrawal of si i angers front any part of the House. 

Residuary Powers 

179. Residuary powers.— A 1 1 matter's not pecfica ly provided in Uipso rules 
and all questions relating (,o the detailed working of these rules shall be regulated 
in such manner as the Speaker may from time to time direct. 
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Suspension of Rules 

18'0. Suspension of rules. — -Any member may, with the consent of the 
Speaker move that any rule may be suspended in its application to a parti- 
cular motion before the House and if the motion is carried the rule in questirji. 
shall be suspended for the tuna being.
